| In an effort to help meet the 
city’s relief situation before the ad- 
vent of the Christmas holidays, 
Mayor Dickmann today asked the 
Board of Aldermen, assembled in 
special session, to approve the ex- 


funds. 
The Mayor said prompt action by 
the city would make it possible for 


many unemployed persons to be put 
to work by Friday. Appropriation 
of the money the city, he added, 
would bring $1,437,706 of Federal 
money to St. Louis, instead of $1,- 
000,000 as previously announced, for 
work on 12 WPA projects. 

These would give employment to 
4498 persons for periods ranging 
from three to six months. An analy- 
sis of the list of projects submitted 
to the Aldermen by the Mayor 
showed that 3533 of the jobs would 
last for half a year; 1102 for four 
months and 863 for three months. 

When the Mayor concluded his 
address, AldermanJoseph Schweppe, 
Sixth Ward, introduced the appro- 
priation bill, which received its 
first reading. The bill may receive 
ts second and third readings to- 
morrow and Wednesday, which 
would make possible final passage 
Wednesday. 

Mayor Dickmann, in reading his 
message to the Aldermen, said he 
was impelled to call them back to 
the City Hall after they had ad- 
journed over the Yule season by 
the thought that “your Christmas

„He was operated on Nov. 29 for 
a bladder ailment. Last night his 
condition took a sudden turn for 
the worse. Physicians performed a 
blood tranfusion but they were una- 
ble to bolster his weakening heart. 
He remained fully conscious un- 
til 5 a. m. whe. life began ‘ebbing 
rapidly. He died at 8:20 a. m. 
Gen. Ludendorff was one of 
Germany's last surviving World 
War military leaders. He was chief 
of staff under Field Marshal Paul 
von Hindenburg. 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler and 
Field Marshal Werner von Blom- 
berg, War Minister, were informed 


Condolences. 

Hitler sent condolences to Lu- 
dendorff’s widow. 

“I extend heartiést. sympathy,”

There can be no quarrel with the general pro- 
cedure in the case. Parties to a conspiracy should 
go to trial jcintly’ in the interest of both justice 

convenience. Only those seeking to delay the 
processes of the law would demand separate trials 
for each defendant. But when this is the proper 
procedure, there is an obligation of caution upon 
the. prosecution lest it. elect to prosecute those 
against whom it does not have sufficient evidence. 
The jury in turn is obligated to weigh the testimony 
against each defendant before it returns its verdict. 

Since the Springfield jury failed to distinguish 
between those against whom the evidence was con- 
demning and those whom it might have acquitted, 
it mow becomes the opportunity of Judge Briggle 
to apply the rule of reason as he fixes the penalties. 
Those who are guilty should be made to pay for 
their crimes. Those against whom there was little 


| if any direct evidence should be treated accordingly. 


We believe it can be taken for granted that Judge 
Briggle will approach this grave responsibility in 
the same spirit of fairness and impartiality which 
| Characterized his conduct ot the two-month trial. 

This trial and these convictions, when they have 
been properly disposed of by the court, will not by 
any means do full justice in the Illinois mine war. 
For while it is true that the coal-train bombing 
case was in the eyes of the law a case of violence 
against ‘peace and order, it was in the practical 
sense a phase of a protracted battle between two 
factions of miners; with John L. Lewis as its storm 
center, if not its cause.

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“BANK NIGHT” IS HELD ILLEGAL. 

“Bank night” is one of the devices that became pop- 
ular among movie-theater operators during the lean 
years as a means of reviving dwindling patrondge. The 
scheme has come under the ban as a lottery in many 
states, and Missouri is the latest to be entered on 
the list. Division No. 2 of the State Supreme Court, 
ruling on a case from Kansas City, agrees bank night 
is “a deliberate plan to evade the lottery statute.” 

The result of the verdict will be a loss to no one 
except those inveterate chance-takers who delight in 
putting out their money at astronomical odds, Many 
theater operators have defended the plan, but they 
will doubtless decide it is just as well not to have 
jam-packed houses one night a week and compara- 
tive desolation on the other nights. 

It bank night is driven out everywhere, the result 
may even be better motion pictures.

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THE POET OF HATE. 

The death in Vienna of Ernst Lissauer, German 
poet, recalls episodes in a career that affords an 
interesting study in war psychology. 

In 1914, soon after the World War began, Lis- 
sauer sat down and wrote at white heat his “Hass- 
gesang gegen England.” (“Hymn of Hate Against 
England”), That was the poem for which the world 
knew him best. It was a passionate denunciation, 
rolling out in violent and energetic periods, bitter. 
in its attack upon a foe described as “full of envy, 
of rage, of craft, of gall.” The Kaiser's Government 
seized upon it enthusiastically. The poem was cir- 
culated in the army and distributed among the peo- 
ple, to cultivate the lasting hate” of England which 
its author protiaimed. A whole nation chanted: “We 
love as one, we hate as one; we have one foe and 
one alone—England!” 

After the war, the poet reflected sadly on the sense- 
less Tage he had conjured up. He became an ardent 
pacifist, and took for his creed the Social rats’ 
slogan, “Nie wieder Krieg!” (“No more wart”). He 
repudiated his celebrated brain child 
words: “It in raintul to me that my name in allied 
with ideas of death and destruction.” Wherever he 
went, he pleaded against militarism and for mter- 
national understanding.

A Dominion View of British Policy 


Canadian daily sharply questions London's diplomatic tactics; deplores fact that Ger- 
many was permitted to reoccupy Rhineland and loss of British prestige in Med- 
iterranean and Orient; says England has strengthened hands of the very nations 
she may later have to fight; asks whether “price of peace will ever prove too high.”

O one will ever understand British pol- 

icy during these days of shifting inter- 

national relationships and almost hourly 
crises if he does not take as his master-key 
the pre-eminent fact that what Great 
Britain wants is peace. 

That is her supreme objective. It is more 
predominantly her objective than it has ever 
been before. Sir Edward Grey described 
his efforts prior to the Great War as di- 
rected toward securing peace, if possible, 
but, failing that, making sure of victory. 
Great Britain today does not seem to be 
worried about victory. All she appears to 
want is peace. 

This is based upon the belief that another 
world war, so soon after the last, would 
spell the dissolution of what we know as 
modern civilization. The British cherish 
this modern civilization, with all its boons, 
privileges and hitherto unapproached stand- 
ards of living, quite as much as do even 
the pampered inhabitants of this favored 
continent; but they have the additional feel- 
ing that it can all be lost. 

We out here do not take this threat seri- 
ously. We think that another war would 
be a first-class disaster, but that we would 
survive it and in a few years be about 
where we are now. 

Naturally, the British regard the post- 
ponement of war as the paramount purpose 
of all international maneuvering. This 
would account for such “forlorn hope” sor- 
ties as the visit of Lord Halifax to Hitler 
after the German press had most ostenta- 
tiously. removed the “Welcome” mat from 
before the door. There did not seem to be 
much chance that it would succeed, but 
even a slim chance of averting this unparal- 
leled catastrophe was thaught worth taking. 

This would also account for the frequent 
rumors we hear of all sorts of British pro- 
posals in Spain. 

A similar explanation would cover British 
patience with Japan. It might be possible 
to organize a “defend China” combination 
that would check Japan, but in the present 
Japanese mood and with Japan as deeply 
committed as she is, it could hardly fail to 


lead to some sort of war. And war is con- 
tagious. All Europe as well as all Asia 
might soon be involved, 

There is one objection to this policy of 
postponement—or shall we say procrastina- 
tion? We have been comforting ourselves 


with the belief that Great Britain was 


merely parleying in the gates while she got 
ready in her arsenals, and then—when she 
was ready—she would resume her old posi- 
tion of impregnable prestige. 

But the doubt arises whether she may not 
be selling too many passes to the highway- 
robber governments in her system of buy- 
ing off immediate attacks. It is possible 
for a band of reckless freebooters who re- 
gard war as an instrument of profitable 
expansion—not as the ultimate evil—to gain 
vantage point after vantage point until the 
peace-lovers face not only war but defeat. 

Let us reckon up our losses during the 
last few y on the theory that we will 
ultimately compelled to fight the Fascist 
Three—which, of course, may not occur. We 
have lost Manchuria and so heavily weak- 
ened Russia vis-a-vis Japan. We have lost 
North China and so added enormously to 
Japanese resources in any struggle to save 
the rest of Asia. We have now apparently 
lost the “British” city of Shanghai and the 
“British” artery of the Yangtze, our richest 
Asiatic empire outside of India. 

We have lost much of our old naval pres- 
tige in the Mediterranean a much more 
serious loss than the capture of i by 
Italy. What we have lost in Spain is not 
yet clear. 

It is puzzling to list our losses to Ger- 
many, because we played Santa Claus to 
most of them. We held the hand of France 
as Hitler marched into the Rhineland when 
a gesture from Paris would have sent him 
scuttling back again. Still, should war come 
on that front, the German fortification of 
the Rhineland is going to be awkward. We 
gave her a navy. Are we now going to give 
her colonies? Or Austria? 

Still, we have preserved peace. It locke 


as if we could go on doing it. Will the price 
ever prove too high?

Not only does his plan invite the 
foreign Powers to un- 
checked from outrage td outrage, 
thus insuring eventually an explo- 
sion of American resentment, but 
it provides that when at last the 
country does go to war anyway, it 
shall find itself in the worst pos- 
sible position. Under the Ludlow 
resolution, the cardinal principle of 
our foreign policy would be that 
only the actual invasion of Ameri- 
can territory was a justifiable 
cause for war. 

Thus, Mr. Ludlow, whether he 
realizes it or not, would abolish the 
Monroe Doctrine. For in the spirit 
of his resolution, the President 
could not object seriously if an 
Asiatic or a European Power occu- 
pied Canada, or Mexico, or Brazil, 
or if it established, by lease or by 
treaty, naval and air bases within 
striking distance of this country. 

Our foreign policy under the Lud- 
low plan would be to permit all that 
until we were actually invaded, 
bombarded from the sea or bombed 
from the air. Then, according to 
Mr. Ludlow, we would fight. But 
Mr. Ludlow would have arranged 
the war so that when we had to 
fight, we would start at the greatest 
possible disadvantage. Whereas to- 
day all foreign’ Powers know abso- 
lutely that they cannot establish 
their military power in this hemi- 
sphere, under the Ludlow plan they 
would be invited to take a chance. 


* * * 

No doubt Mr. Ludlow does not 
mean to produce such fantastic 
consequences. He sincerely does 
not want war. But to attain his 
end, he has started from the fallacy 
that war-can be prevented if no- 
body knows whether we might go 
to war. Yet just that uncertainty 
would increase greatly the likeli- 
hood of war. It would make the 
President helpless to prevent war 
in its early stages. It would invite 
foreign Powers to gamble on our 
pacifism. And it would make it 
ever so much more likely that 
finally, when the provocation has 
become intolerable, there would be 
no remedy except a total war, 
fought when we were at the great- 
est possible disadvantage. 

If Mr. Ludlow doubts the fo 
of this objection, let him try an 
experiment. Let him pass an or- 


ing the laws against pickpockets, 
holdups, highway robbery and all 
forms of assault and battery, pro- 
vided they take place on the streets 
and in other public places; then let 
him stipulate that robbers and mur- 
derers shall not be touched by the 
police until they commit robbery 
and murder in a man’s bedroom. 
This would make just as much 


sense as his plan to prevent war.

THUNDER IN THE EAST! 
PLAYS RETURN. ENGAGEMENT 


Drama of Japan at War Is Re- 
vived at Shady Oak 
Cinema. 


“Thunder in the East,” the ex- 
cellent war drama shown two years 
ago at the Fox Theater, was re 
vived yesterday by the Shady Oak 
Cinema and attracted a larger 
opening crowd than several féreign 
pictures released lately. Although 
made by a French company, “Thun- 
der in the Hast” is in English, and 
stars Charles Boyer and Merle 
Oberon with the British actor, John 
Loder. 

The scene is Japan and the story, 
from Claude Farrere’s novel, “The 
Battle,” is about a Japanese naval 
officer, his wife and a British naval 
observer. Japan is at war in the 
Pacific with some unnamed Power, 
not Great Britain, and the Japa- 
nese officer, Boyer, recognizes that 
the British observer, Loder, knows 
more about the conduct of his bat- 
tles than he does, He considers it 
vital to get possession of Loder’s 
report to his government, and to 
do so, orders his wife, Miss Oberon, 
to be friendly to Loder. He does 
get the report but loses his wife, 
and the end is a tragic one. 

Revival of the picture for six 
days at the Shady Oak is occa- 
sioned by its timeliness and by the 
growing popularity of Boyer. His 
performanee is one of his best. 
With a make-up and accent well 
suited to his role, he makes the 
Japanese officer, Yorisaka, a man 
who hates the Westerns but envies 
them, who is brutal to his wife 
along with loving her, and a man 
heart-broken at the moment of his 
greatest triumph. 

Miss Oberon and Loder have 
done le work, too, but the 
power “Thunder in the East“ 
lies in its exceedingly artful crea- 
tion of a war atmosphere, in which 
it uses authentic news-reel shots 
and one of the most sensational bits 
of photography in film history, the 
sinking of a ¢ruiser in the World 
War.

The other morning they warmed 
perceptibly to his explanation of 
the sudden changes of tempo and 
the ornamentation of the Hungar- 
lan dances, and gave intelligent an- 
swers to questions he asked after 
he had played.

had known for about a week that 
they were to hear Hoerner. 
Teachers were informed what his 
program was to be and at their dis- 
cretion could pave the way for the 
concert by classroom exercises re- 
lated in some way to it. Hoerner’s 
work is only one phase of music 
instruction in the public schools, it 
must be said. In the high schools, 
Nathan Sacks gives piano concerts 
similar to his, but adapted to older 
pupils. The St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra’s concerts for school chil- 
‘dren are part of the same program 
as are the concerts of the Federal 
Music Project orchestra. But few 
if any of the pupils at the Garield 
School have ever attended a sym- 
phony concert, according to the 
principal of the school, J. R. Ben- 
son. 

Hoerner’s programs are almost 
their only opportunity to bear 
classical and semi-classical music 
performed, except over the radio. 
From their reply to questions, it 
was easy to see that radio was the 
medium through which most of 
them had first become familiar 
with some of the compositions. To 
heighten this familiarity, Hoerner 
makes a point of repeating one 
number from an earlier program 
the second time he visits a school. 

Occasionally he has requests for 
certain numbers from pupils who 
have learned he is coming to their

school. After a concert he is 
swamped with letters; written from 
classrooms, expressing appreciation 
for his music and a variety of opin- 
ions about it. One boy from the 
Ashland School wrote: 1 liked the 
ending of the concert because you 
put in popular tunes and made us 
feel more alive whereas with your 
other selections we felt dreamy be- 
cause we were not used to hearing 
such classical music.” 

Quite a different view was ex- 
pressed by a schoolgirl who said, 
with unusual seriousness, that his 
music was “exceptionally pleasing 
and a rest from jazz.”

NOTHER gratifying response 

came from an eighth-grader: 

“When I first heard you play. I 
am very much ashamed to say that 
I did not enjoy it at all. In fact, I 
was very restless and bored. Then I 
began going to operas every week 
and gradually began to appreciate 
classical music more and more un- 
til finally I was very much inter- 
ested whenever you came to play.” 

A typical illustration of the gen- 
eral interest in the technical aspect 
of music appeared in one letter: 
“We appreciated your talk on the 
difference between minuets and 
waltzes.” And in another: “The 
beauty of the minuet was empha- 
sized by the way you contrasted 
the soft and loud parts.” 

From the letters it is clear that 
descriptive music makes a strong 
appeal. One youngster declared he 
liked the pianist’s playing of “At 
the Fountain,” because “you could 
almost see the drops of water.” A 
Turkish march inspired many young 


listeners to vivid, extravagant im- 


aginings about harems, and pan- 
taloons, and fezzes, and beards, and 
scores of Sultans on parade. 
Whatever the response, Ross 
Hoerner welcomes it as an indi- 
cation that his program has at 
least “gone home.” Judging from 
the applause which followed each 
of his selections at the Garfield 
School, and from the spontaneous 
participation in discussion, one 
could safely say that his music did 
not fall on deaf ears. Undisturbed 
by the click of a candid camera or 
the presence of visitors, the chil- 
dren—three rooms of them assem- 
bled in the auditorlum—listened 
with evident enjoyment and a mini- 
mum of squirming; and yawning, 
although they could not have been 
long out of bed. To be sure, girls 
and boys were segregated in alter- 
nate rows, but there was plenty of 
opportunity for nonsense in the
